B  tek  of 
your  sink  nail  up  a  piece  of  varuished 
paper,  aud  theuyou  can  with  a  wet  cloth 
remove  all  Rpots  that  would  aoou  apoil 
wall  paper.  If  you  are  so  fortunate  as 
to  have  a  sink  room,  have  it  papered  and 
then  well  varnished  ;  in  this  case  every 
spot  can  he  easily  wiped  off.  The  sink 
should  be  lined  with  zinc,  nailed  only 
around  the  edges, as  nails  upon  the  bottom 
rust  and  wear  through,  allowing  wuterto 
run  under  the  sink,  thereby  cansiug  the 
boards  to  rot. 

Good  ziuc  can  be  kept  uice  and  bright 
by  scouring  every  week  or  two  with  sand, 
and  rubbing  all  over  once  or  twice  a  day 
with  soft  Soap,  sodding  and  wiping 
dry.
